Amendments  ; 

De laware  Valley  (December  1).  Individual-handler  pooling  with  prices  announced  on  a  3.5  percent 
butterfat  basis.  Other  conforming  changes. 

Northern  I^ui£iana  (December  1).  Order  continues  the  present  Class  I  pricing  provision  of  $2.27  over 
the  basic  formula  price. 

Oklahoma  Ifetropolltan  (December  1).  Action  increases  the  Class  I  price  10  cents  per  hundredweight 
during  the  months  of  December  1963  through  February  1964.  Since  the  Red  River  Valley  order  price  is 
tied  directly  to  the  Oklahoma  Metropolitan  price,  this  will  result  in  a  like  increase  in  that  market. 

Suspensions : 

Texa£  Panhandle_  (December  12).  Action  permits  unlimited  diversion  of  producer  milk  during  the  month 
of  December  1963. 

Tr^-^tat£  (December  3).  Action  suspends  for  the  month  of  December  1963,  certain  parts  of  the  supply- 
demand  formula  which  will  result  in  a  price  19  cents  higher  than  would  otherwise  apply  for  the 
market. 

Termination : 

Delaware  Valley  (December  1).  Certain  parts  of  the  transfer  provision  for  cream  was  terminated  to 
make  the  Delaware  Valley  order  comport  in  its  entirety  with  the  recently  amended  New  York-New  Jersey 
order. 

Determination ; 

Up£e£  Chesapeake  Bay^  and  Washington,  D.  C.  (December  5).  Action  determines  that  the  Delaware  Valley 
Class  I  price  on  a  3.5  percent  butterfat  basis  is  comparable  to  the  Philadelphia  order  Class  I  price 
adjusted  to  the  same  butterfat  content  for  purposes  of  the  Class  I  pricing  mechanism  of  the 
Washington,  D.  C.  and  Upper  Chesapeake  Bay  orders. 
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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 
December  1963 


Class  I  sales.  Total  Class  I  sales  (Gross  Class  I),  In-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas,  by  handlers 
regulated  under  79  1/  Federal  milk  orders  were  2.8  billion  pounds  In  December,  4.0  percent  above  such 
sales  a  year  ago.  Sales  were  higher  In  all  but  20  markets.  (See  table  4). 

Producer  deliveries.  Deliveries  by  170,954  producers  to  handlers  In  79  markets  totaled  4.3  billion 
pounds,  a  slight  Increase  of  0.7  percent  over  such  deliveries  In  December  1962.  Producer  deliveries 
were  down  In  32  markets.  Number  of  producers,  average  dally  deliveries  per  producer,  and  the  average 
butterfat  percentage  of  milk  deliveries,  by  markets,  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  deliveries  used  In  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  In  Class  I  totaled 
2.8  billion  pounds,  an  Increase  of  4.1  percent  over  such  deliveries  In  December  1962.  The  Increase  In 
Class  I  use,  along  with  no  significant  Increase  In  milk  deliveries.  Improved  the  Class  I  utilization 
percentage.  The  average  utilization  percentage  for  the  79  markets  was  64  percent,  two  percentage  points 
above  that  of  a  year  ago.  Utilization  percentages  were  up  in  46  markets,  unchanged  In  6  markets,  and 
lower  in  the  remaining  27  markets.  (See  table  4). 

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  of  minimum  Class  I  prices  paid  by  handlers  in  the  79  markets  for 
3.5  percent  milk  was  $5.05  per  hundredweight,  11  cents  higher  than  the  $4.94  per  hundredweight  price  in 
December  1962.  Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  December  were  higher  In  74  markets  and  lower  In  the  remaining 
five  markets. 

The  weighted  average  minimum  blend  price  paid  to  producers  in  the  79  markets  for  3.5  percent  milk  was 
$4.42  per  hundredweight,  13  cents  higher  than  the  December  1962  blend  price  of  $4.29.  Minimum  blend 
prices  to  producers  were  higher  in  69  markets,  unchanged  in  two,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  eight 
markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  their  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets,  are 
reported  on  table  1. 

Whole  milk  sales.  Total  in-area  sales  of  whole  milk  in  December  for  73  marketing  areas  are  estimated 
to  be  about  1.7  billion  pounds,  1.9  percent  above  such  sales  in  December  of  last  year.  Complete 
November  in-area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings 
(whole  milk,  skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6.

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  in  1963  for  the  79  markets  was  $4.80  per  hundred¬ 
weight.  The  1963  weighted  average  blend  price  was  $4.16,  two  cents  higher  than  the  $4.14  blend  price 
reported  for  these  markets  in  1962.  (See  table  2). 

Producer  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  The  79-market  totals  show  an  increase  of  1.7  percent  in 
producer  deliveries  and  an  increase  of  3.5  percent  in  such  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  A  further 
breakdown  of  the  79-market  and  all-market  totals  are  summarized  in  the  three-market  groupings  below:
